Fire Losses Must 
Be Filed Now 

Pliilip E. Watson, Los An¬ 
geles County Assessor, today 
asked all property owners 
who incurred fire damage to 
contact the .nearest Asses¬ 
sor’s Regional Office and re¬ 
port their particular loss so 
that a complete reappraisal 
care be made. 

Watson has made an ur¬ 
gent request to the Board of 
Supervisors to enact Section 
155.1 of the Reveai'ue and 
Taxation Code which would 
grant tax relief to persons 
whose houses were damaged 
or destroyed In brush fires. 

The Section would autho¬ 
rize the Assessor to accept 
applications for reassess¬ 
ment of fire damaged prop¬ 
erties to Its full cash value 
immediately after the dam¬ 
age or destruction. Taxes 
would then be prorated ac¬ 
cording to the extent of the 
damage and date of its oc¬ 
currence.

Deadline 


The deadline for filing 
claims for 1970 Senior Citi¬ 
zens Property Tax Assistance 
is less than one month 
away, Martin Huff, execu¬ 
tive officer of the Franchise 
Tax Board', said. To date, 
less than 51,000 California 
senior citizens have filed 
claims, he said. 

'The deadline is October 15 
for senior citizens to file 
claim forms for a reimburse¬ 
ment of a portion of their 
1969-70 property taxes. 

To be eligible for Senior 
Citizens Property Tax As¬ 
sistance, claimants must be 
over 65 years of age as of 
January 1, 1970; must own 
and occupy their own home; 
must have paid the property 
taxes on the home; and 
must have a total household 
income of less than $3,350. 
Qualified individuals can 
obtain claim forms from any 
office of the Franchise Tax 
Board' or by writing to Sen'- 
lor Citizens Property Tax 
Assistance, P.O. Box 1588, 
Sacramento, California 95807. 

Huff indicated that quali¬ 
fied senior citizens are en¬ 
titled to both the $750 re¬ 
duction In assessed valua¬ 
tion under the Homeowners 
Property Tax Relief Law 
and the Senior Citizens Prop¬ 
erty Tax Assistance on the 
tax paid. To receive Senior 
Citizens Property Tax As¬ 
sistance, a claim must be 
filed each year with the 
Franchise Tax Board, Huff 
said'.

There’s A Law! 

It has become axiomatic to respond to a social or eco¬ 
nomic problem with the passage of a new law. Very 
seldom is the question ever raised of whether a new law 
is, in reality, the best possible solution to any given prob¬ 
lem. Businessmen, educators, politicians and apparently 
most people have become so conditioned to the invincibility 
of government action that it never occurs to them to look 
for alternatives. Although we all complain about big gov¬ 
ernment, and profess adherence to such things as personal 
liberty and free enterprise, we are quick to compromise 
our principles when expediency dictates. 

Few have the temerity to go down the line in criticism 
of the sacred cows of big government that today are ac¬ 
cepted facts of American life. One of these rare and cour- 
agous critics is Yale Brozen, Professor of Business Eco¬ 
nomics, Graduate School of Business, University of Chicago. 
Professor Brozen, in an address entitled “The Subtle Sui¬ 
cide of Free Enterprise,” starts off with the comment: 
"Free enterprise in this country is one-quarter dead and 
one-quarter strangled. It is only half alive. We are the 
inheritors of a proud tradition of peaceful, progressive, 
permanent revolution through free enterprise, but we are 
seeing about us increasingly unresponsive rigidity that is 
freezing us into a mold of stagnation . . . The peaceful, 
constructive, continuing revolution that was the hall¬ 
mark of America’s past creating the greatness of America 
today is neither understood nor regarded as an alterna¬ 
tive. Many among the young mouth Marxist and Maoist 
slogans because they are too ignorant^ to know that that 
is the poison which is sickening them.” 

Professor Brozen goes on to condemn the assump¬ 
tion that the only response to every problem is the passage 
of a law. He says, “Our national malaise is that every 
time someone sees a problem, we think that passing a law 
will cure that problem .... Pass a law. Pass a law. 
We are asking for so many laws that Congress has to 
stay in session almost the year round instead of going 
home after three or four months as they used to do . . . 
Pass a law. It’s become a national refrain. Perhaps we 
ought to put it to music.” ^ . 

Professor Brozen believes that Congress should begin 
repealing laws rather than passing new ones and that 
one of the first laws that should be passed should 
limit congressional sessions to a maximum of six months 
each year. Beginning with the Post Office he goes on to 
show how repealing laws could benefit the country in 
many ways. Instead of trying to reform the Post Office 
he would remove its monopoly status by legalizing private 
enterprise to go into competition with it. 

On poverty, he says: "... we passed an Economic 
Opportunity law in 1964 to launch a war on poverty . . . 
We could do more to raise the Incomes of the poor by 
repealing laws than has been done or will ever be done 
by this law. Minimum wage laws create poverty by forcing 
people into unemployment. Agricultural price support pro¬ 
grams make people poor by raising the price of food 
and by decreasing job opportunities through the produrtion 
restrictions imposed to maintain high agricultural prices 
. Union supporting legislation causes poverty by per¬ 
mitting and encouraging union power to grow to the point 
where it can be and is used to restrict the entrance of 
the poor into migher paying jobs . . .” 

Professor Brozen’s views are refreshing to say the 
least, and his final conunent on today’s trend toward 
automatic acceptance of a government solution to ewry 
problem points to virtually a foregone conclusion: “Free 
enterprise will continue to die by the salami technique 
slice by slice . . .”

By large majoriUes, California men and women opt 
for the mini. According to The California Poll, most 
women Interviewed said they either will not buy any 
fall clothes at all or will go far afield to find the mini 
dresses and skirts they prefer. The Poll doesn’t Indicate 
that this has yet taken on the impetus of a Womens 
Lib crusade, but it should give some store buyers some¬ 
thing to think about. . 

'The men, understandably, are just as firm in their 
opinion. For every male who lor some unfathomable 
reason says he would urge his wife or girl friend to 
buy a midi, eight say they’ll try to talk the gals out 

of such a move. ^ 4 . 

Mervyn Field, director of the Poll, points out that 
this resistance to a new fashion edict by designers is 
a serious test to the “hitherto inviolable law that the 
American woman will follow the decees of a small 
band of fashion designers and style setters.” 

Its impact on retail sales could be important, too, 
as witness the fact that the only exceptions to the gen¬ 
eral trend toward the mini are "men and women 70 years 
and over and those with incomes under $5 thousand a 
year, hardly the prime target for new ladles’ dresses.”

A shocking new high in abuse of U.S. institutions was 
reached when a superior court judge was murdered in 
San Rafael, California, with weapons that later turned up 
as belonging to a former communist college professor at 
UCLA in California. The atrocity in San Rafael may be 
no more than the logical culmination of the type of 
"intellectualism” .that has found sanctuary in more than 
one institution of higher learning. 

The featured speaker at a recent Socialist Scholars 
Conference, and reportedly a member of the professional 
community, quoted with approval the following statement 
of a communist revolutionary writer, "... Because one 
has a gun and some bullets doesn’t mean to go out and 
shoot a cop. Cops, guns and bullets are not in short supply. 
They’ll be there whenever one is ready. Prior to that, 
however, one needs to build himself a base, so that when 
he proceeds to shoot that cop, he has minimized as much 
as possible the dangers of losing his own life . . . 

Ordinary ciOzens cannot be expected to comprehend 
such dreadful thinking, but it may have resembled the 
thought processes that were going through the heads of 
those who murdered a judge in San Rafael, California, 
while he was carrying out the duties of his office.

year, there were untold thou¬ 
sands of mourners. But who 
mourns for the slain police¬ 
men in America’s big cities? 
No lament is heard from the 
liberal news media in the 
Northeast. No armbands are 
worn as a symbol of loss. 
Yet there are mounting cas¬ 
ualties in police ranks 
around the country as Black 
Panthers and other extrem¬ 
ists wage terrorist war 
against the men in blue. 

The seriou-sness of the at¬ 
tacks against policemen, 
guardians of law and order 
in American towns and 
cities, has been accurately 
stated by Mayor Ann Uccello 
of Hartford Conn. In a recent 
public statement she de¬ 
clare that “we are danger¬ 
ously close to guerilla war¬ 
fare in our cities.” She pro¬ 
posed that Congress make it 
a federal crime to attack or 
kill a policeman. 

Mayor Uccello, who is the 
Republican nominee for Con¬ 
gress in the First Connecti¬ 
cut District, warned that ter¬ 
rorist attacks on policemen 
across the country will lead 
to anarchy. 

"We saw it,” she said, “in 
the form of .sniper fire upon 
police, right here in Hartford 
this summer. In Chicago 
where four policemen have 
been slain from ambush 
since mid-June, in Omaha 
where one policeman was 
killed and seven wounded in 
a bomb explosion, in Minne 
apolis where a 


was killed In his squad car 
and, most recently, in Phila¬ 
delphia where a police offi¬ 
cer was brutally shot five 
times sitting at his desk and 
where three other policemen 
were wounded during the 
same weekend.” 

Whether it is necessary to 
shift from state to Federal 
prosecution in cases involv¬ 
ing attacks on police can be 
debated by legal experts. 
But good citizens aren’t like¬ 
ly to question the need for 
new, stiff measures to up¬ 
hold the authority of the 
community as symbolized by 
the badge and uniform of 
policemen.
